Order No. $ 2-32698 /52/CS., dated 5-8-1954 . 
Government are pleased to approve the enclosed civil and 
gradation lists of the executive officers of the General Execu 
tive, Traffic and Armed Reserve branches of the Police Depart 
ment and the common gradation List of the Ministerial staff of 
the Department. 

2. The lists represent the position of the officers and staff 
as on 1-4-1954 . 

Executive Staff : 
3 . The reorganisation of the Police Department was sanc 
tioned in G. P., read as first paper above, with effect from 
1-7-1950. The vacancies that occurred in the Travancore and 
Cochin branches were separately filled up permanently by 
promoting the personnel in the respective branches upto 1-7-1950 
except in respect of the posts in the cadre of District Superinten 
dent of Police in the order of seniority of the officers in either 
branch. Separate lists were thus prcpared for the two 
branches. The personnel in either branch as on 1-7-1950 were 
brought to a common list in pursuance of the integration 
G. P. S. 2-32693 |52 |CS ., dated 25-5-1954 without disturbing the 
relative seniority in either branch . 

Recruitments to the General Executivc, Traffic and Armed 
Reserve branches of the Police Department have been made 
separately . Promotions of persons recruited to each of these 
branches have also been confined to vacancies occurring in these 
branches alone. Accordingly separate gradation lists of the 
officers in each of these branches ought to have been maintained . 
But this was not done. 

The officers belonging to all the three 
branches have been grouped together and brought under a 
common gradation list, ranking them normally according to the 
dates of their recruitment or confirmation . But when vacancies 
In higher grades arose, only persons initially recruited to the 
branch in which the vacancies occurred have been preferred 
for promotion even though some of the oħcers belonging to 
the other branches were occupying higher ranks in the common 
seniority list. This has given rise to complaints. To avoid 
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such complaints from the officers, Government have decided 
that the three branches viz ., the General Executive, Traffic and 
ment and that recruitments and promotions in respect of the 
three branches will be confined to the respective branches in 
future. The officers belonging to these three branches wili 
accordingly be brought sunder separate gradation lista , 

The Inspector General of Police has given a list of officers 
. : to be separated from the common integrated list as on 1-7-1950 

for inclusion in the Armed Reserve and Traffic branches . In 
doing so he has recommended that 2 posts of II Grade Sub 
Inspectors in the Armed Reserve may be allowed to be filled 
up temporarily , from time to time, by the officers of the other 
branches of the Department so that the officers só posted may 
have a temporary course of duty in the Armed Reserve in order 
to smarten them up . Government are pleased to sanction the 
above recommendation of the Inspector General of Police, 

Al the oficers proposed to be included permanently in 
the Armed Reserve or Traffic branch are officers who were " . 
initially recruited for the respective branches. An exception 
is made in the case of Sri P. Padmanabha Iyer, Sri Padmanabha 
Iyer though borne in the general line is assigned to the Armed 
Reserve because of his special aptitude for the Armed Reserve. 
The officers thus proposed for the various branches have been 
fitted into the respective branches against the sanctioned 
strength in the order of seniority . After grouping the officers 
as above the position as on 1-4-1954 was worked out. The 
civil and gradation lists of the three branches have been pre 
pared on the above basis . 


Indian Police Service 
4. Consequent on the introduction of the Indian Police 
Service (Extension to States ) Scheme the following posts in 
the Police Department have been declared as beionging to that 
cadre

Assistant Superintendents of Police ; 
5. The sanctioned strength of permanent Assistant Super 
intendents of Police is 14 ; 9 for the General Executive, 4 for 
the Armed Reserve and 1 for the Traffic . It is stated by the 
Inspector General of Police that thcre are 11 permanent Assist- 
ant Superintendents of Police in tho general line against the 
sanctioned strength of 9 and that 2 posts in the Armed Reserve 
are remaining vacant. He has therefore recommended that 2 
permanent posts from the Armed Reserve may be shifted to 
the General Executive and 2 temporary posts from the general 
line transferred to the Armed Reserve instead with cffect from 
1-4-1954. This is sanctioned and the civil lists of Assistant 
Superintendents of Police under the three branches have been 
prcpared accordingly . 

Sri H , E. Lopez : He was acting as Assistant Superintend 
ent of Police, Traffic branch continuously from 2-5-1123 . It 
was ordered in Government Proceedings No. D. Dis. 1955152 CS . 
dated 23-12-1952 that he would hold his rank as Assistant 
Superintendent of Police from 19-10-1122 as if he had been 
promoted to that post from that date. Sri K. Srinivasa Rao, 
officiating as Assistant Superintendent of Police from 4-6-1122 
and Sri W , M. De Cruz officiating as Assistant Superintendent 
of Police from 10-3-1123 were both confirmed as Assistant 
Superintendents of Police from 16-4-1124 . As a permanent 
vacancy in the cadre of Assistant Superintendent of Police in 
the Traffic branch was available at the time of confirmation of 
these two officers Sri Lopez is also confirmed as Assistant 
Superintendent of Police from 16-4-1124 and shown as perma 
nent Assistant Superintendent of Police in the Traffic branch 
and ranked above Sri W. M. De Cruz . 

Sri N. Thankaswami Nadar : There was a permanent 
vacancy in the adre Assistant Superintendents of Police 
(Travancore ) consequent on the confirmation of Sri. K. Karu 
nakara Kartha as Superintendent, Central Prison from 30-1-50 . 
Sri. N. Thankaswami Nadar who was continuously officiating 
as Assistant Superintendent of Police from 30-11-1123 and who 
was the seniormost officiating Assistant Superintendent of 
Police among the officiating hands is confirmed from 30-1-50 
in the above vacancy . As all the 14 permanent posts of Assis 
tant Superintendents of Police have been assigned to the senior 
permanent incumbents in either branch Sri. Nadar is treated 
as a supernumerary from 1-7-50 but to continue against one of 
the 3 temporary posts sanctioned in the reorganisation . He 
is permanently absorbed in the cadre from 11-7-1950 in the 
Vacancy consequent on the confirmation of Sri. Syed Usman as 
Director of Transport . 

Sri K. 0. Joseph : In Government Order D. Dis . 3409 48 
Judi , dated 19-10-1948 Sri K. O. Joseph was assigned rank as 
Inspector between Sri K. Narayanan and Sri V. K. Vasudevan . 
This has been followed in ranking Sri K. O. Joseph as officiating 


Assistant Superintendent of Police although he was officiating 
in the cadre earlier than Sri Narayanan . 

Circle Inspectors ; 
0 . Sri G. Gopalan : It was ordered in Government pro. 
Sri Sankaran Nair and Sri B : M , Varghese should be given 
ceedings D.Dis.1294150 Cs., dated 12-4-1954 that Sri G.Gopalan, 
places in the Traffic branch placing Sri Sankaran Nair above 
Sri G. Gopalan and Sri Varghese.. Sri Gopalan has accordingly 
been shown as Traffic and Taxation Assistant in the civil list 
of the Traffic branch , the rank assigned to him being below 
Sri Sankaran Nair and above B. M. Varghese. He is tempora 
rily holding the post of the Vice Principal, Police Training 
School ( Armed Reserve branch ) on Rs. 225-275 from 23-5-1953. 
He will continue to hold the post till a substitute is posted as 
Vice Principal, Police Training School. 

Government issued orders for the confirmation of the 
following officers as Circle Inspectors : 

( 1 ) Sri V. Ponniah . 
( 2 ) M. N. Bhaskara Panicker . 
( 3 ) V , Narayana Pillai. 

T. Syed Abdul Kadir. 
The confirmations were ordered at random as and when 
recommended by the Inspector General of Police without con 
sidering the claims of the seniors with several years of acting 
service . The confirmations ordered were neither in the order 
of their acting service nor in the order of the occurrence of 
permanent vacanciea . It is also seen that the claims of the 
senior officers for confirmation were not specifically overlooked 
as being ineligible for confirmation. In the circumstances, 
Government have decided that the confirmation ordered in 
respect of the above officers cannot be accepted as the basis 
for assigning their ranks in the cadre of Circle Inspectors and 
that the safest course would be to rank them in the order of 
seniority in the lower grade. Their confirmation as Circle 
Inspectors have been made on the above basis and their ranks 
assigned in the cadre of Circle Inspectors according to their 
rank in the lower grade. 

Sri P. L. Cietus : He was passed over for promotion and 
was only a permanent I Grade Sub Inspector on Rs. 125-150 
taking the 42nd rank on 1-7-1950 . His original rank was partly 
restored by promoting him as Acting Circle Inspector on 
Rs . 175-225 from 11-6-1951. His rank among officiating Circle 
Inspectors on 1-4-1954 is fixed with reference to the date of his 
promotion . His rank in the permanent grade has also been 
rcfixed on the above basis , 
Sri V. Ramakrishna Iyer : He was 

a supernumerary I 
Grade Sub Inspector on 1-7-1950 . He was also passed over for 
promotion . He was subsequently promoted as Acting Circle 
Inspector from 25-11-1953, without prejudice to the claims of 
his seniors. Among acting Circle Inspectors his rank has been 


ased on the basis of the date of his promotion to the cadre 
with the above observation , 

Sub Inspectors I Grade : 
7. In the integration G. P. it is ordered that the two prose 
cuting Inspectors of the Cochin branch on Rs. 150-200 will be 
absorbed as I Grade Sub Inspectors on Rs. 125-150 . These 
Inspectors have been assigned the first two places among i 
Grade Sub Inspectors . According to the practice in Cochin 
they are not eligible for promotion to higher grades in the exe 
cutive line in the Police Department. They have since been 
promoted as Magistrates. Their case for promotion as Circle 
Inspectors has not therefore becn considered , 

Prosecuting Inspectors : 
Sri R. Chellappan Nair, Sri K. Ganapathi Iyer and Sri 
L. K. Chandrasekharan were recruited as Prosecuting Inspectors 
by the Public Service Commission in the grade of II Grade Police 
Inspectors on Rs. 100-150 in Thulam 1120. Sri Aliar Kunju 
was also similarly recruited in Vrischigora 1121 But they were 
not given the benefit of their initial recruitment in the II Grade 
for further promotions. In Government Order ROC. 2877|48 
Home,, dated 25-3-1949 it was ordcred that they will be treated 
as having been recruited in the III Grade for purposes of pro 
motion and confirmation . They were confirmcd accordingly . 
They have contended that they should get confirmation in the 
I Grade in vacancies available after they completed the period 
of probation and their future promotions , regulated on that 
basis . Government have again examined the question . The 
rank already given to the above Prosecuting Inspectors on the 
basis of their confirmation ordered in G. O. ROC . 287748 Home 
dated 25-3-1949 will stand. These Inspectors ranking has 
accordingly been maintained in the integrated list as on 1-4-1954 . 
They are entitled to further promotions only on the basis of 
this ranking 

Prosecuting Inspectors are recruited for a special job, viz ., 
conducting prosecution . The Inspector General of Police is of 
the view that even though they may be good for the job of con 
ducting prosecution they may not make good executive officers. 
Government agree with this contention . In Cochin the Prose 
cuting Inspectors recruited direct were usually promoted as 
Magistrates. It is a matter for consideration whether thig 
practice may not be followed in the case of Prosecuting Inspec 
tors in future, 

This question will also be considered along with 
the question of the separation of the Executive from the 
Judiciary. 

Sri P. K Achuthan , Sri P. Kannan Asari and Sri P. Kesava 
Menon were passed over for promotion as Circle Inspectors." 
These officers are therefore shown as junior to all those in the 

Grade who were promoted as Circle Inspectors before them 
in the gradation list as on 1-4-1954 . 


II Grade Sub Inspectors : 
8. In filling up the permanent vacancies in this grade with 
Probationary Inspectors and acting hands the proportion of 
3 : 1 between direct recruits and promotion from lower ranks 
(acting lands ) has been exceeded in favour of the acting hands. 
This has been done so that the acting hands who have been 
continuously officiating for a fairly long period of 8 to 10 years 
might get confirmation . Government accord special sanction 
for the ratio being exceeded for confirmation of the actirg 
Inspectors in the special circumstances arising out of integra 
tion . 

Sri M. A. Rasheed and Sri D. Ambiah : In Government 
Proceedings D. Dis . 12943150 Cs., dated 27 28-3-1951 it was 
ordered that Messrs . M. A. Rasheed , D. Ambiah and D. Caleb 

acting Sub Inspectors will be confirmed as Sub Inspectors of 
-Police in the last grade and that the rank of Sri Rasheed and 

Sri Ambiah be raised by 5 places cach . They have accordingly 
been given confirmation as II Grade Sub Inspectors and the 
rank of Sri Rasheed and Anbiah fixed above Sri C. P. Simon 
in the list as on 1-4-1954. 

Ministerial Staff : 


9. The integration of the personnel of the Ministerial ser 
vices of the Department was effected as on 1-7-1949 on the 
basis of the reorganised set up as directed in the integration 
G. P. 

A gradation list of the Ministerial staff of the Travancore 
branch of the Police Department as on 1-6-1124 has been 
approved by Government in G. P. R. Dis . 7183 51 CS ., dated 
9-2-1953. The ranking in this list has been followed in respect 
of the Travancore personnel for the preparation of the inte 
grated list as on 1-7-1949 . The civil and gradation lists as on 
1-4-1954 were worked out from the integrated list . The promo 
tions , both permanent and officiating to the scales of Rs. 45-75 
and above have been made in the order of seniority in the lower 
grades in accordance with the rules regarding the passing of 
Account Test and the proportion of 3 : 1 between graduates 
and non - graduates . 

Clerks on Rs. 45-75 and Rs. 30-45 :

Sri M , Krishuian Nair : 

was declared as a supernumerary 
clerk on Rs. 45-75 of the Palace Guards section of the Police 
Department in G. P. D. Dis . 33053CS., dated 23-4-1953. Since 
he has been specifically stated to be a supernumerary in the 
Palace Guards section , he has been shown as an acting clerk 
on Rs. 45-75 in the Police Department pending his absorption 
in the Palace Guards. 

J. Russeliah ; He was a discharged clerk in the office of 
the Inspector General of Police reinstated as a special case as 
clerk in the last grade viz ., Rs. 30-45 as per G. P. D. Dis. 21565 
52CS., dated May, 1952. 

He is assigned rank among acting 
clerks on Rs. 30-45 on the basis of his date of joining duty in 
the Department. 


Typists : 
Sry. E. J. Sarasamina : In Government Proceedings D. Dis . 
1.5640 53CS ., dated 30-9-1953 Government accorded sanction to 
Sri J. Gamaliel, Acting Typist in the Education Department and 
Sry. E. J. Sarasamma, Acting Typist in the Inspector General 
of Police Office being mutually transferred on an officiating 
basis. Sry . Sarasamma gets confirmation as typist in the 

Inspector General of Police Office on 1-7-1950 in the scale of 
· Rs. 30-45 . By virtue of her confirmation she is shown as a 
permanent typist on other duty in the Education Department 
in the list as on 1-4-1954 . 

Sri T. K. Kuruvila : He is on long leave from 29-2-1124 . 
Since it is now more than 5 years he is trcated as one out of 
Government service by the Inspector General of Police under 
Article 138 - T . S. R. As he has not been permanently removed 
from Government service his name has to be included in the 
List of Typists and shown as on long leave from 29-2-1124. He 
is shown accordingly in the list as on 1-4-1954. 

10 , A list of officers in the executive line who have retired 
from service in between 1-7-1950 and 1-4-1954, and who are 
eligible for confirmation in higher grades is also appended to 
the civil and gradation lists . 

11. Two hundred and fifty copies of the printed civil and 
gradation lists are forwarded to the Inspector General of Police. 
He will arrange for the lists being published among the officers 
and staff of the Department, inviting appeals, if any , to be 
presented by aggrieved persons within one month of such 
publication . Every such appcal should be forwarded to Govern.. 
ment with the specific recommendations of the Inspector General 
of Police in each casc. Government wish to make it clear that 
petitions questioning any of the principles adopted in preparing 
the various lists will not be entertained. 


12 . Arrears of pay and allowances , if any, that may accrue 
as a result of these orders will not be paid for periods prior 
to 1-4-1954. Consistent with this principle , excess, if any duly 
drawn will not also be recovered .

The lists represent the position of the personnel of the Depart. 
ment as on 25th September, 1953 , the date of the integration 
G. P., in which it was specifically ordered that the Department 
of Indigenous Medicines will be a separate Department, distinct 
from the Department of the College of Ayurveda. Govern 
ment are also pleased to issue the following further orders 
in the matter : 

(2 ) In preparing the Civil and Gradation Lists, the per 
sopnel holding the various posts in the Department on the date 
of the integration G. P., have been treated as the personnel 
belonging exclusively to the Department. The Gradation list 
of the Vaidyans and Pandits of the Travancore branch was 
rearranged in G. P , HL , 7-15231 49 EHL , dated 15-10-1952 with 
the concurrence of the Public Service Commission . Thc grada 
tion in the above G. P. has been adopted as the basis for the 
seniority of the personnel of the Travancore branch . 

( 3 ) Director of Indigenous Medicines: 
The scale of pay of the post of Director of Indigenous 
Medicines is revised and fixed at Rs. 350-450 with effect froni 
25-9-1953 without any claims for arrears . 
(1) Chief Physicians (Rs. 125-150) & Inspector (Rs. 100-125) . 

In the integration G. P .; Sri Ravivarma Thampuran , who 
was the Assistant Director in Cochin in the scale of Rs. 150-200 
was nominated 23 senior Inspector on Rs. 100-125 . But as it 
is not correct to show him as permanent in the lower grade of 
Rs. 100-125 while his juniors are given permanent places on 
Bs. 125-150 ,he has been assigned one of the two posts of Chief 
Inspector on Rs. 100-125 holding a personal scale of Rs. 150-200. 
Inspector (Rs. 100-125 ) has been prepared on the above basis . 
(5 ) Inspectors, Senior Physicians & Supervising Physicians: 

There are 8 posts on Rs. 80-120 in the above categories. 
At the time of the integration G.-P., 4 posts were held by the

(a ) District Judges : The District Judges of the two 
branches have been integrated on the basis of the length of 
continuous service as District Judges without disturbing the 
existing seniority in either branch . 

The question of relative seniority between Sri P. D.Nanda 
na Menon and Sri S. Velu Pillai, District Judges has been 
separately under consideration of Government. Based on the 
principle of integration mentioned above, Sri P. D. Nandana 
Menon is senior to Sri S. Velu Pillai, since the former has longer 
continuous serivce as District Judge than the latter. Hence, 
in the integrated list, Sri P. D , Nandana Menon has been shown 
as senior to Sri S. Velu Pillai, 

(b ) Additional Judges : The personnel holding the posts 
of Second Judges or Additional Judges have been integrated 
on the basis of length of continuous service as Second Judges 
or Additional Judges without disturbing the existing scniority 
in either branch . 

( c ) Şub- Judge : Prior to the integration of the two 
States, thero was à Sub- Judge s Court at Chittur while there 
was no such Court in Travancore. In Travancore the senior 
most Munsiff used to be promoted as Second Judge. In Cochin 
the Senior Munsiff used to be promoted as Sub-Judge, Chittur 
and the Sub-Judge promoted as Additional Judge . 

The Sub - Judge s Court at Chittur was established on 
16-10-1123 by converting the Munsiff s Court which already 
existed there. The pecuniary jurisdiction of the Sub- Judge was 
unlimited . But he had no appellate jurisdiction. Appeais on 
and those above Rs. 2,000 to the High Court. He had no juris 
diction in criminal cases. So, for all practical purposes, his 
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Munsiff in Travancore. The 
functions were only those of 
Sub-Judge s post, Chittur has accordingly been included in the 
category of Munsiffs for purposes of equation , 

Sri E. V. Viswanatha Iyer was holding the post of Sub 
Judge, Chittur on 1-7-1949. On the above basis , he would be 
cntitled to a rank only among Munsiffs in the integrated list 
But he has already been appointed as Second Judge from 
2-7-1951. He has been continuing in that cadre sincc then . This 
circumstance has created a situation in which it would be hard 
if he is now to be reverted as Munsiff . Government therefore 
consider that it would be only fair if his rank is now fixed 
among Additional Judges on the basis of his date of appointment 
as Additional Judge. His sank has accordingly, been fixed in 
the integrated Civil List. 

( d ) District Munsiffs : The District Munsiffs of the two 
branches have been integrated on the basis of the length of 
continuous service as District Munsiffs without disturbing exist 
ing seniority in either branch. 

3. The vacancies which arose after 1-7-1949 till 19-6-1954 
in the different cadres have been filled up with the officers in 
the integrated list as on 1-7-1949 as well as officers appointed 
since the date of integration of the States , in the order of 
seniority . The enclosed Civil List is prepared as on 19th June 
1954. Eight temporary Additional District Courts and eight 
temporary Munsiffs Courts have been made permanent from 
19-6-1954. This fact also has been taken into account in pre 
paring the Civil List. The Officers in the various cadres shown 
against permanent posts on 19-6-1954 are confirmed in those 
posts from the dates on which the vacancies became permanent: 

4. One hundred and fifty copies of the approved Civil List 
are herewith forwarded to the Registrar , High Court. The 
Registrar is requested to arrange to publish the list among the 
Officers concerned and obtain , within one month of such publi 
cation , appeals from aggrieved persons , if any. Such appeals 
will be forwarded to Government with the remarks of the High 
Court in each case .

THE INDIAN INCOME -TAX (AMENDMENT) 

ORDINANCE , 1954 . 

No. 8 OF 1954. 
Promulgated by the President in the Fifth Year of 

the Republic of India . 
An Ordinance further to amend the Indian Income 

tax Act, 1922 , to provide for the assessment or 
re-assessment of persons who have to a substan 
tial extent evaded payment of taxes during a 

certain period . 
WHEREAS Parliament is not in session and the President is 
satisfied that circumstances exist which render it necessary 
for him to take immediate action ; 

Now , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (1 ) of article 123 of the Constitution, the President 
is pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance : 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Ordinance may 
be called the Indian Income-tax (Amendment) Ordinance, 1954. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force at once . 
2. Amendment of section 34 , Act XI of 1922.- During the 
period of operation of this Ordinance , section 34 of the Indian 
Income- tax Act , 1922, shall have effect as if after sub -section 
(1), the following sub -sections had been inserted , namely: 

" (1A ) If, in the case of any assessee, the Income-tax 
Officer has reason to believe 

(i ) that income, profits or gains chargeable to income 
tax have ,escaped assessment for any year in respect 
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of which the relevant previous year falls wholly or partly 
within the period beginning on the 1st day of September , 
1939, and ending on the 31st day of March, 1946 ; and 

(ii) that the income, profits or gains which have so 
escaped assessment for any such year or years amount, 

or are likely to amount, to one lakh of rupees or more; 
he may, notwithstanding that the period of eight years or, 
as the case may be, four years specified in sub-section (1) 
has expired in respect thereof, serve on the assessec; or, if 
the assessee is a company , on the principal officer thercof, 
a notice containing all or any of the requirement which may 
be included in a notice under sub -section ( 2 ) of section 22 
and may proceed to assess or re-assess the income, profits 
or gains of the assessee for all or any of the years referred 
to in clause ( ) , and thereupon the provisions of this Act 
[ excepting those containcd in clauses ( i) and ( ii) of the 
proviso to sub-section ( 1 ) and in sub -sections ( 2 ) and ( 3 ) 
of this section ) shall, so far as may be , apply accordingly : 

Provided that the Income-tax Officer shall not issue a 
notice under this sub -section unless he has recorded his 
reasons for doing so , and the Central Board of Revenue is 
satisfied on such reasons recorded that it is a fit case for 
the issue of such notice : 

Provided further that no such notice shall be issued 
after the 31st day of March , 1956 . 

( 1B ) Where any assessee to whom a notice has been 
issued under sub -section ( 1A ) applies to the Central Board 
of Revenue at any time within six months from the receipt 
of such notice or before the assessment or re- assessment is 
made, whichever is earlier , to have the case to which the 
notice relates settled , the Central Board of Revenue may , 
after considering the terms of settlement proposed and 
subject to the previous approval of the Central Government, 
accept the terms of such settlement, and , if it does so, the 
assessment or re-assessment shall be made accordingly and 
shall be final and conclusive in so far as it relates to matters 
covered by the settlement."

1. Short Title. These rules may be called the Travancore-, 
Cochin Boiler Rules, 1954 . 

2. Definition , In these rules, unless there is anything 
repugnant in the subject or context: 

(a) " The Act" means the Indian Boilers Act, 1923 ;

In addition to the inspection and examination of boilers , 
it is the duty of Inspectors to search for unregistered or uncertificated 
boilers within their areas, and to see that certificated boilers are 
worked in accordance with the terms of their certificates, and with 
any regulation or rule under the Act for their safe working . 
14. Inspectors to advise owners. 

At the time of Inspec 
tion, Inspectors should advise the owner and the in charge 
of the boiler on the management and upkeep of the boile; with 
special reference to the amount of cleaning required in view of the 
quality of water used .

19. Importance of registration. Technical regulations for 
the registration of boilers and the scale of fees for registration are 
prescribed in the Regulations . The details of measurements 
recorded at the time of registration constitute a permanent record 
For the boiler and determine the original pressure at which theboiler 
is allowed to work. It is accordingly essential that the work should 
be done with the greatest care and precision . . , 

20. Receipt of applications. Applications for registration 
shall be made under section 7(1).either to the Chief Inspector , or 
to the Inspector of the local area in which the boiler is situated 
cand shall be accompanied under Rule 3 by a receipt for the prescribed 
fee . No application shall be accepted without the receipt. No 
boiler shall be registered , if on measurement the fee is found to be 
deficient, until the deficit has been paid , Any excess payment 
will be refunded after the registration , 

21. " Necessity of avoiding delay. It is essential that 
no delay should occur in registration . In large towns, the measure 
ments under section 7 (3) should ordinarily be completed and the 
report submitted to the Chief Inspector within 7 days of the receipt 
of the application ; in no case should the interval exceed 30 days . 
The Chief Inspector should issue his orders under section 7 (4) without 
delay. 

22. Register of registered boilers. The Chief Inspector 
shall maintain a. Register of registered boilers in serial order in 
Form A in two parts ; in Part I (boilers originally registered in the 
State ) the registered number of a boiler shall be the one immediately 
following the last serial number in the Register . Cap number due 
to boilers being broken up or transferred to another State shall not 
be filled up . in Part II (boilers originally registered in other States ) 
entries shall be made as prescribed in Rule 34. Inspectors in charge 
of an office shall keep a similar Register for all boilers within their 
jurisdiction . 

23. Procedure on transfer of a boiler . Whenever a 
boiler is transferred from another State into Travaricore-Cochin the 
owner shall, under section 6 (b) apply to the Chief Inspector for the 
registration of the transfer; the boiler cannot be used until regis 
tration has been effected . The Chief Inspector shall then obtain 
from the State from which the boiler was transferred the Registration 
Book and Memorandum of Inspection Book of the boiler . : No fee 
shall be charged for recording transfers. 

24. Entry of transferred boiler in Register. - On receipt 
of the Registration, and Memorandum of Inspection Books, the 
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Chief Inspector shall enter the boiler under its original number 
in 
Part II of his Register, and shall instruct the Inspector of the local 
area in which the boiler is situated to enter it similarly in his Register 
. 
The Registration Book and the Memorandum of Inspection 
Book 
shall be kept in the Chief Inspector s office , 

• 25. Note of transferred and dismantled boilers . When 
ever a boiler has been transferred to another State or broken 
the fact shall be noted in the Register. In the case of a boiler that 
has been permanently dismantled the Registration Book and the 
Memorandum of Inspection Book shall be destroyed . 

V. ADMINISTRATIVE INSTRUCTIONS FOR INSPECTION . 

26. Procedure at inspections internal inspection. 
Detailed instructions for the inspection of bojlers are contained in the 
Regulations. The following general procedure at inspection should 
be observed 

-At a thorough inspection of a boiler the Inspector should , 
wherever the size and construction of the boiler permit , go inside it 
and make a thorough inspection of all its internal parts, But before 
doing so he should satisfy himself that proper provision has been 
made for disconnection from any other boiler under steam . 

Should he find that proper provision for disconnection has not 
been made or that the boiler has not been properly cleaned or saled 
or that it is unreasonably hot he should decline to proceed with the 
inspection and should report the facts to the Chief Inspector for 
orders under section 14 (2) of the Act. 

When a boiler is of such a size or its construction is such that 
the Inspector cannot go inside it there must be sufficient sight holes 
or hand-holes provided to enable him to see the principal internal 
parts . If any important part of a boiler is 50 constructed thatthe 
Inspector cannot examine it he should report the facts to the Chief 
Inspector for orders . 

27. External Inspection . Boilers must be examined exter 
nally as well as internally; particular attention should be paid to the 
external parts of the boilers where in contact with seating blocks 
and brick-work , especially when the situation is damp. Having 
regard to many serious defects discovered, Inspectors should take 
care,in order to ensure proper inspection , that boilers, of whicken 
ever they consider it necessary of any concealing covering support 

Saddle tanks and engine fittings of loco -motive type boilers 
should be removed for inspection of the parts underneath at the first 
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or fittings 
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Inspection and at any reasonable period afterwards if the Inspector 
cannot satisfy himself. If the owners in any special case have any 
good reasons for not wishing to clear c.vered parts the case should 
be submitted to the Chief Inspector for orders. The Inspector must 
keep in mind that he is not to certify as efficient any boiler regarding 
the condition of which he cannot thoroughly satisfy himself. 

28. Casualworking inspections - At the inspection of one 
ofa battery of boilers the Inspector shou d take the opportunity 
of examining the other boilers under steam with special reference 
to the water gauges, pr.ssure gaujes and safety valves, 

29. Proposals for reduction of pressure.---When the 
Inspector decides that a boiler in one ormore of its parts is no longer 
fit for the pressure approv d for it he should , without delay , report 
his proposals for reducing the pressure to the Chief Inspector and at 
the same time submit his calculation for the wasted parts for check 
and approval of pressure . With regard to pitting and wasting of 
shell plates the Inspector must bear inmind that shell plates ordinarily 
are considerably stronger in the body of the plate , owing to being 
unpierced , than at the seams and consequently may become reduced 
In thickness to an appreciable extent in the body of the plate, i. e., 
elsewhere than at the seams, and still be stronger than the seams, 

30. Repairs to boilers . — Under section 12 of the Act the 
sanction of the Chief Inspector to all repairs proposed for boil.rs 
must be obtained beforehand . 

A few water tubes or smoke tubes, however , may in an 
emergency be renewed pending the sanction of the Chief Inspector 
but all such cásey must be reported immediately to the Chief 
Inspector who may , if he deems fit , notify his sanction to the owner 
without vcrification of the renewals by an Inspector . 

Generally in repairing boilers the object to be obtained is to 
make 

LIP for damage or wastage by suitable compensation , either by 
renewal or repair of the part affected . Covering patches applied 
with the object of hiding defects are a source of danger and must 

welding by electric and oxy-acetylene processes may be em 
ployed i. the repair of boilers , but, as the efficiency of the welding 
depends largely on the skill and care ofthe operator each case will 
have to be decided on its merit:. 

Proper attention must be paid to the annealing ofwelded parts . 
An Inspector should , wherever possible , be present during some 
part , at least, of the welding operations. 

Extensive repairs such as renewal of furnaces, end plates , parts 
of shell, fireboxes, girders, etc., should be supervised, so far as

31. Entries in Memorandum of Inspection Books. An 

Repairs to boilers are prescribed in the Regulations: 
Inspector shall, as soon as convenient after an inspection , make the 
necessary entries in the Memorandum of Inspection Book for the 
boiler and subnit the book to the Chief Inspector. Care should be 
taken to preserve the books and to keep them clean . Inspection 
notes should briclly state to what extent þoilers were cleared of 
brickwork, lagging or concealing parts ; the general condition of 
the boiler ; parts requiring attention or repair and if special prepara 
tion is required at the next inspection . 

Inspectors should also note in the Memorandum of Inspection 
books all casual visits, inspections of steam pipes, visits for inspection 
of repairs , inquiry into accidents , etc., and so provide a useful record 
of the history of the boiler for the information and guidance of 
Inspectors at subsequent inspections. 

In making inspections it is important that the Inspector should 
pay particular attention to entries made in the Memorandum of 
Inspection Book at previous inspections , 

Entries in certificates. In addition to the entries required 
to be made under Regulation 389 in a certificate for a boiler the 
Inspector should state in the remarks column his requirements, if 
any, with regard to hydraulic test, removal of lagging, brickwork 
or other concealing part for the next inspection to enable the owner 
to have the sanje properly prepared at that time. He should also 
state in the same place his requirements regarding the repair or 
renewal of any part that may be considered fit only for the period of 
the certificate . 
In the repairs columa should be entered the year

description of repair. effected. Only important repairs should be 
noted . 

His remarks should be brief. In the absence of remarks,on the 
condition of boiler the boiler will be considered to be in good condi 

33. Engraving of Registry Number. Paper slips of the 
proper size bearing the registry number allotted for a boiler will be 
supplied by the Chief Inspector . The slip should be pasted on the 
part of the boiler pointed out by the Inspector and the device traced 
through with a cutting tool. The engraving should then be como 
pleted by the removal to the prescribed depth of the metal between 
the traced lines ,

Where 
he proposes to issuc a provisional order , the Inspector must satisfy 
himself that the boiler is fit to be worked at the maximum

and for the period entered in the provisional order . The fact of 
issue of a provisional order must be reported immediately to the 
Chief Inspector. 

36. Provisional orders to be issued after hydraulic 
test. Provisional orders should be issued in every case of registra 
tion after hydraulic test of boiler if the Inspector is satisfied . 
:::. The steam test may be witnessed at any convenient time within 
the périod of the provisional order after which, if test was satis 
factory, the certificate under section 7 (6) is to be issued .. 

37. Forms of provisional orders and certificates. Provi 
sional orders and certificates“ are prescribed in Fordis V and VI res 
pectively of the Regulations. 

The period specified in any provisional order or certificate skall 
begin 

on the day following that on which the enabling thorough 
inspection or hydraulic test is made. Where a certificate supersedes 
a provisional order during the period of its currency , the period of 
the certificate shall be retrospective and stall begin from the same 
time as that of the provisional order. 

38. Duplicate certificates . A duplicate of any ccrtificate 
granted under section 7 or section 8 which is at the time in force 
shall be granted by the Chief Inspector on the application of the owner 
of the boiler if the Chief Inspector is satisfied that the duplicate iš 
required for a bona fide purpose and the fee prescribed under Rule 44 


is paid .

A second fee will be leviable 
for reinspection in any case where the inspection of a boiler is begun, 
but, owing to the fault or neglect of the owner or person in charge 
is not completed within a period of six months from the date of 
conimencement of inspection . 

42. Sanction of Chief Inspector to second fee: No 
extra fee shall be levied cxcept with the sanction of the Chief 
Inspector . 

43. Fee for copy of Registration book . The foc foreach 
copy of a Registration Book shall be Rs. 5 : 

44. Duplicate certificate fees. The fee for each duplicate 
certificate under Rule 38 shall be Rs, 3 . 

45. Reſund of fees . Fecs paid in excess and fees paid for an 
inspection which for any reason not due to any fault or omission 
of the owner or person in charge of the boiler has not been made, 
shall be refunded if a refund is applied for within one year from the 
date of 

payment. 
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PARTVACCIDENTS, 
46. Investigation of accidents. On the receipt of a 
report of an accident to a boilcr or steam -pipe under section 18, 
the Inspector should , with the least possiblc delay , proceed to the 
place to investigate the accident. If the report is received by the 
Chief Inspector ,he should forward it at once to the Inspector within 
whose jurisdiction the accident has occurred for necessary action, 

47. Procedure during. inquiry: The Inspector at his 
shalltake such measurements and make such sketches for the purpose 
of his report, as he may deem nccessary. He shall inquire into the 
circumstances attending the accident and note the time of its 
occurrence, its nature and extent, the injury caused to persons and 
the damage done to property. 

48. Power to hold inquiry in writing. Inspectors are 
authorised to take the written statements of witnesses and all persons 
immediately concerned with the accident, 

In order to comply 
with the provisions of section 18 (2), the Inspector should present 
to the owner or person in charge of the boiler a series of written 
questions on all points that are material to the enquiry : 

49. Use of boiler after accident The Inspector must 
decide whether the use ofthe boiler can be permitted at the same 
or at a lower pressure without repairs or pending the completion 
of any repairs or alterations that he may order. In no case should 
he issue a provisional order or renewal certificate, until bis orders 
have been carried out. 

50. Procedure in case of serious accidents. The report 
should be sent without delay to the Chief Inspector; if he considers 
that the investigation has been sufficient, he will record the facts 
in his Register of Accidents , and enter a brief accountof the accident 
in the Registration Book, a copy being made in the Memorandum 
of Inspection Book . If , however, the accident is ofa serious nature 
and in all cases in which an explosion has occurred , the Chief 
Inspector should , after receipt of the Inspector s report , proceed 
to investigate accident personally either alone or with the assistance 
of a member of the panel of assessors appointed under Rule 63 
who may 

be appointed for this purpose by the Commissioner . 
Reports of such inquiries should be recorded as indicated above. 

51. Remuneration of Assessor. The Assessor shall be 
remunerated at such rate as may be prescribed by Government and 
be allowed the travelling expenses incurred by him in attending :

Reference in Annual Report: A brief account of all 
accidents and their causes should be included in the Chief Inspector s 
Annual Report. 

Unreported accidents. If in the course of an inspection

or at any other time, the Inspector discovers damage which comes 
within the definition of an accident, but which has not been reported 
he should report the facts at once to the Chief Inspector for action 
under section 24 (d). 

PART VISAPPEALS. 
54. Filing of appeal . Every petition ofappeal shall be made 
in writing either in English or in Malayalam or Tamil. 
55 . 

Presentation of appeal. An appeal may be presented 
either personally or by registered post to the Chief Inspector . 

56. Form of appeal. The petition of appeal shall be accom 
panied by the original order, notice or report appealed against , 
or by a certified copy thereof, or where no such order , notice or 
report has been made in writing , by a clear statement of the facts 
appealed against the grounds of appeal and the referring section of 
the Act. 

57. Fixing date for hearing . On receipt of an appeal, 
the Chief Inspector shall, if the appeal is to be heard by himself , 
at once fix a date for hearing the appeal; and if it is to be heard by the 
appellate authority, obtain a date for the hearing of the appeal from 
the President of the Appellate Authority . It is important thiat there 
should be no delay in the decision , of appeals, as the stoppage of a 
boiler is likely to put the owner thereof to great inconvenience. 
The decision should ordinarily be given within 10 days from the 
receipt of the petition ofappeal. 

58. Procedure before hearing. When the date for hearing 
has been fixed , the Chief Inspector shall at once issue a notice to the 
appellant stating the date for hearing and informing him that if he 
wishes to be heard in support of the appeal or to produce evidence 
he must be present either in person or by authorised agent with 
his evidence on the date fixed . The notice shall be sent by registered 
post to such address as shall be entered in the petition of appeal. 

59. Presence of Inspector. In all appeals "the Chief In 
spector shall decide whether the presence of the Inspector is necessary 
and shall issue orders accordingly . 

60. Attendance of witnesses. The Appellate Authority 
shall have power to secure the attendance of witnesses and to make 
local inquiries under the provisions of the Code of Civil Procedure.

Whenever 
the date for an appeal before the Appellatc Authority has been fixed, 
the Chief Inspector shall, under the orders of the President of the 
Appellate Authority , arrange for the attendance of 3 members of 
the panel constituted under the preceding rule to act as assessors, 

65. Costs in appeals . In appeals before the Appellate 
Authority the President is authorised to fix the costs and recover 
them from the appellant in any case in which the appeal is dismissed : 
in all cases of appeal in which a local inspection is required by the 
appellant he shall deposit in advance the full costs of such inspection . 

66. Fees required for certificates granted on appeal. 
Any order on appeal authorising the registering of a boiler or the 
grant or renewal of a certificate shall be deemed to be subject to the 
payment of such fecs as are prescribed by rules or regulations framed " 
under the Act.

See Chapter IX of the Regulations: 

( Regulation 376.) 

( A ) PREPARATION FOR INSPECTION , 
(c) At every examination of a boiler for the grant or renewal 
of a certificate , the boiler shall be empty and thoroughly clean in 
all its parts. Except as 

provided for in sub -regulation (H) all doors 
of manholes, handholes and sightholes and cleaning plugs and all 
caps in the headers and mud drums of water-tube boilers, all firebars 
bearers , front plates, bridge pintes , firebridges, brick arches, oil fuel 
burners and mechanical stoker fiiting, shall be removed , · AU valves 
and cocks comprising the boiler mounting shall be opened up and 
taken apart and the valves or cocks ground , when necessary , before 
the Inspector s visit . 

(b) Provision shall, if required by the Inspector, be made 
for the removal of lagging or brick -work or other conccaling part 
and for the drilling of plates, and for verifying the pressure gauge 
and safety valve dimensions and weights. 

(c) All smoke tubes, exterior of water tubes , smoko boxes, 
and external Hues shall be swept clean . 

(1) Provision shall be made for the effective disconnection 
of all steam and hot water communication with any other boiler under 
steam as prescribed in chapter X of these Regulations. This shall 
be effected either by the removal of a length of pipe from the steam 
and feed piping or by the insertion of substantial blank flanges. Where 
blank flanges are employed , they shall be inserted between the flange 
of the chest and the pipe attached to it . 

(e) No blank flange shall be inserted between a safety valve 
chest and the boiler, 

At alternative annual inspections and subject to a minimum 
of three bottom rows or all tubes subject to the first pass of heat 
being opened up for inspection , the Inspector may at his discretion 
relax the preparation for inspection called for under : (a) above in 
favour of boilers having an evaporative capacity of 200,000 
per hour and over, and fed with water treated to the satisfaction of

INSTRUCTIONS TO BOILER ATTENDANTS . 
These instructions should be frequently and carefully studied 
with a view to keeping in mind the precautions to be observed . 
and the ordinary procedure to be followed in the sale working 
of boilers , 

PRECAUTIONS BEFORE STARTING THE FIRES. 
Before starting the fires in a boiler, the attendant should : 

(1) see that there is sufficient water in the boiler and that 
the gauge cocks are working freely ; 

(2) ease safety valves ; or open cock on top of boiler to 
allow air to escape ; 

(3) see that the blow -off cock is fully closed and tight ; 

(4) see that the safety valves and feed check valve are free 
and workable ; 

(5) see that water is not leaking from any part of the boiler ; 
(6 ) note if the pressure gauge pointer is at zero ; 
(7 ) sec that the feed 

pump 

is in working order. 
*He must not rely on the supposition that the water he has 
previously put in is still in the boiler , as it may have run out 
without his knowledge through a leak or open cock , nor can he 
be sure that the g uge glass shows the true water level until he has 
tested it. This is done in the following manner ; sḥut off the 
lower gauge cock and empty the glass by the drain cock ; then 
shut the drain cock and opon the gauge cock ; if every thing is in 
order , the water will then rise in the glass to the same height as 
before , 

Ruising steam . — In getting up steam in all types of boilers the 
operation shoułdl be as gradual as circumstances will allow . Nothing 
turns a new boiler into an old one sooner than getting up stear to 
quickly. Forcing the firės when starting work is liable to cause 
straining of the seamns and tubes of the boiler. In the case of large 
boilers generally, steam should not be got up in less than six hours. 
Before getting up steam , the water level should be observed , ta 
ensure that water is at the proper height in the glass, the pressure 
blow off cock should be examined to see that it is completely shur 
gauge . noted , and the safety valves tried to see they are free . The 
and tight.

The pressure or steam gauge should be kept in 
order , and be in such a position as to be easily seen by the boiler

Steam pressure .-- Ordinarily the safety valve will prevent the 
steam from rising much above the working pressure, but if the steam 
gauge shows so rapid an increase of pressure as to indicate danger 
o exceeding the highest limit,water should be immediately fed into 
the boiler and the dampers partially closed in order to diminish the 
el fet of the fire. If, however, the water has fallen so low that 
there is danger of an accident from this cause , the fires should be 
withdrawn before feeding in water, the safety valves eased , and if 
the engine is at rest it should be started so as to reduce the 

The safety valves are provided to guard against over pressure. 

They should be moved by hand every day, so as to prevent 
them from sticking...If moved only occasionally, they are liable 

The valve can be tested by slowly raising it a little and when 
let down, it should close perfectly tight. . It should never be opened 
by a sudden knock or pull . If it does not close tight turn it on its 
seat until it fits, or when its construction does not permit this, raise 
itslowly a few times and let it down again , but on no account must 
the valve be screwed down further or loaded more than what has 
been allowed by the Inspector . 

Safety valves must never be overloaded , and spring valves should 
have ferrules or other provision against the valves being screwed 
down too far. In case of an acciderit resulting from wilful over 
loading, the culprit might be held criminally responsible at the 
official inquiry or inquest. 

Low water safety valves. — If there is a low water safety valve, 
test it occasionally by lowering the water levelto see that the valve 
begins to blow atthe right point. It should give warning " before " 
the water level has sunk too low , and before damage can be done. 
When the boiler is opened , examine the floats and lever and see 
that they are free and that they give the valve the full rise.

This is best done with 
gauge glass is so arranged that its top cock connects with the stehe 
will ordinarily be near the middle of the glass tube. Always test 
the glass water guages thoroughly the first thing in the morning and 
at the commencement of every shift. This is done by first opening 
the drain cock and then shutting the upper cock which should give 
water ; the upper cock should then be opened and the bottom cock 
closed -- which should give steam ; during this test the drain cock 
should be kept open . 

If water and steam do not apper in proper order the cocks are 
chocked and the passages should be cleaned . 

gauge glass the water cock should always be rcopened 
after the steam cock . 

Gauge glassės with a narrow white stripe running the whole 
length of the glass on the side next the boiler are recommended 
as they show the water line more clearly , especially when the water 
is dirty . 

The Indian Boiler Regulations require every water gauge glass 
to be fitted with a guard to prevent injury to the attendant. See 
that it is always in place , and clean , when there is steam in the 
boiler 

... ? 

Special Note.-- It does not follow that there is plenty of water 
in the boiler because there is plenty of water in the gauge glass . 
The passages may be chocked , and empty gauge glasses are sometimes 
mistaken for full ones, and explosions have resulted therefrom . 
Hence the importance of keeping the gauge cocks perfectly tight 
and clean of blowing through the test cocks frequently , 

A large number of accidents have been due to inoperative water. 
gauges, and to negligence of the attendant in not carefully reading 
the water level, 

The Blow -off Cock.The Blow -off should be used daily if the 
water is at all dirty or sedimentary, especially with Locomotive type 
and Vertical Boilers , as their narrow water spaces are liable to get 
chocked with mud , which soon harden ; into a solid mass . The 
amount of water to be blown out depends on the size of the boiler 
and can be determined only from experience. When blowing into 
the best result i obtained if the water has been at rest for some 
time (say beføre th engine is started) ikus giving the sediment time 
to settle ; if the feed water is clean merely turn the cock sound. 


The Scuri Cock , —When scum cocks are fitted , if the feed water 
is dirty, a little should be blown off daily ; if the water is clean , 
otherwise the scumming will be incffective. Water should be blown 
that the water is at the height indicated by the water-level pointer, 
from the suraface through the scum cock when steam is being drawn 
bel ,1. so, when the engine or other machinery is working. 

Manhole and other Door Joints,-When making such joints the 
jointing materials should never ber round scctioned packing: 
Care must be taken that the spigot of the cloor is centrally placed 
in the hole, as many accidents have resulted from packing being 
blown out between the spigot and side of hole, even when the 
clearance was only 1/8 of an inch. The nuts must be carefully and 
evenly tightened . Further tightening should be madc during the 
process of heating up the boiler when raising steam . 

Steam plpes...-When properly arranged , shùuld give po trouble. 
Frequently , however , they 

are so designed as to contain pockets , 
in which , while out of use, condensed steam accumulates. Such 
water is exceedingly dangerous and great care should be taken to 
see that the pipes are properly drained before the stop -valve is 
opened otherwise. " water hammer" will take place even with the 
bęstdesigned steam pipes, and disastrous explosions, causing loss of 
life and property may occur . 

Scale and Grease --- Roughly speaking, scale offers a hundred times 
as much resistance to the passage of heat as does a similar thickness 
of steel or iron , A half inch furnace plate covered with 1/10th inch 
scalc is as efficient a heat retarder as a steel furnace ío inches thick. 
Grease is about ten times worse than scale. In a boiler at work the 
temperature of a clean furnace plate is only slightly in excess of that 
of the water in the boiler ; but if scale or grease is interposed between 
the water and the plate , the latter acquires a temperature more 
nearly approximately that of the flame with which it is in contact. 
If the fire is fierce (artificial draught) the furnace tube may grow so 
hot that it elongates considerably . If in addition, cold air is admitted 
during each firing, a concerting action of the furnace takes place , 
which is onë of the worst causes of boiler wear and tear. 

Wear and Tear. --Can be reduced and the life of a boiler pro 
longed ifscale and grease are prevented from accumulating in a boiler . 
The combined effects of scale or grease and artificial draught are 
disastrous, Scale or grease also causes waste of fuel. 

Grease.-- A mixture of sedimentary water , soda, and grease 
produces an adhesive scum . 

Where this is suspected, the water 
level should never be lowered below the furnace top unless the 
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boiler is afterwards entered and this scum cleaned off the furnace 
plate before firing again . 

Scale removal. — The customary method is not a satisfactory one, 
The boiler is emptied and then cooled down by opening all the 
manholes, and the result is that the scale, which would otherwise 
be soft, hardens through contact with the air , and requires faborious 
chipping off. 

A very effective, but slower method , is to retain the water in 
the boiler until cool, and not to run it out until the men are ready 
to enter the boiler with water hose, brushes and scrapers . The 
scale will then be soft and easily removable. 

If time is a consideration , the cooling can be accelerated by 
adding cold feed to the hot water in the boiler and slowly running 
off the cooled water.. Another method is to blow off the boiler with 
the lowest possible pressure (not more than 20 lbs .) and to keep it 
closed until cold . The scale will then be easily removed. » 

Treatment of Feed water .-- Many feed waters requirc soda or other . 
chemicals to arrest corrosion or to change the nature of the scale : 

There is no harmless chemical which will remove scale or sedi 
ment when it has once got into the boiler and the only effective 
process is to purify the feed water before it enters the boiler. By. 
this means, the sediment, and generally, the added chemicals too, can 
be deposited in tanks or in filters, and therefore never goes into the 
boiler . Excepting when the water obtainable is very good , water 
purifying apparatus ought to pay any boiler owner, particularly 
at those works where three or more boilers are in constant work , 
Boiler owners wishing to have definite advice as to the best treat 
ment of their feed water should have it analysed at some Chemical 
Laboratory and ascertain the best treatment in the particular cir 


cumstances 


Special attention is drawn to the not infrequent but very bad 
practice of allowing the waste steam from the Engine Cylinders of 
Pumps to be drained into the boiler Feed Water Tanks. The waste 
steam from cylinders is always mixed with a certain emount of oily 
matter , which will be deposited in the feed water tanks and ulti 
mately be pumped into the boiler ; with possibly disastrous results, 
as it will be obvious to every careful boiler attendant that should the 


oil bc deposited on the furnace crowns, they become over-heated 


and collapse 


It should be the first care of the Boiler owner, and the Boiler 
Attendant to see that the feed water is kept as pure as possible . 
Impure feed water means additional expense on the upkeep of the 
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Preservation of boilers when not in use , Steam boilers when not 
in use are liable to deterioration from corrosion , and , unless well 
cared for and made rust- proof, they may depreciate more rapidly 
moisture . Another plan is to fill the boiler with water to which 
ly dried and all valves, cocks and openings closed so as to exclude 
about 1/100 per cent caustic soda has been added . 

Special Instruction for Boiler No. 
This boiler should be opened up and thoroughly cleaned after 
a period of work which should not exceed ...

RULES 1954 


1. PRELIMINARY. 
1. Short title, commencement and definition.- ( 1) These 
rulesmay be called the Travancore -Cochin Boiler Attendants 
Rules , 1954 , 

(2 ) They shall come into force on the 15th August 1954. 

(3 ) In these Rules , unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

(a ) " the Act" means the Indian Boilers Act, 1923 ( V of 


1923) 


( b ) " section " means a section of the Act. 
(c ) every reference in these rules to a boiler or boilers 

shall be deemed to include also a reference to an 
economiser or economisers, respectively . 


II. GENERAL. 
2. Boiler to be in charge of person holding a Boiler 
Attendant s 
Certificate : - The owner of a boiler shall not use it 
or pernit it to be used unless it is placed under the direct and 
immediate 
charge of a fit and proper person as required by 
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the Gazette , exempt any boiler or classes or types of boilers 

Provided that the State Governmentmay, by notification in 
from the operation of this rule : 

Provided further that nothing in these rules shall debar 
a 
person holding a certificate of competency , as 
granted under the Cochin Boiler Rules 1115 from remaining 
in

competency as an attendantunder these rules shallbe deemed 
fit and proper person to hold charge of a boiler and no holder of 
any such certificate shall be deemed a fit and proper person to 
be in attendence and in charge of a boiler except to the extent 
of his qualification indicated in such certificate . 

4. Holders to produce the same certificate when called 
for by any authorised person . The holder of a cerlificate or a 
Provisional Order under these rules shall , at all reasonable times 
during the period any boiler is in his charge, be bound to prom 
duce such certificate or provisional order when called upon to 
do so by any of the persons empowered under section 15 to call 
for the production of the certificate or provisional order 
authorising the use of the boiler . 

5 . Owner to furnish Chief Inspector with particulars of 
certificates, - (1) The owner of any boiler or battery of boilers 
who engages any person to be in charge thereof, shall within 
seven days of such engagement furnish the Chief Inspector 
with full particulars of such person including the grade , serial 
number, date and place of issue of his certificate , 

( 2 ) The owner of any boiler who engages any person to 
- hold charge of such boiler shall, in the event. of such person 
leaving his employment or in the event of - the death of such 
person , report the fact forthwith to the Chief Inspector and shall 
send along with the report the certificate granted under these 
rules to such person if the same is deposited with him : , 

Provided that where the person so engaged to hold charge of 
the boiler leaves the employment after due notice , the owner shall 
return the certificate to such person instead of sending it to the 
Chief Inspector. 

6. Limits of daily period of attendance, Teleifs allowed and 
sphere of action- (a) An attendant in charge of a boiler for 
which a certificate of competency as an attendant of the first class 
tificate ofthe second class,in any one day for not more than two 
periods, the total of which does not exceed two hours.

8. Constitution of the Board of Examiners.- (1) A Board of 
Examiners shall be constituted for the State of Travancore 
Cochin consisting of the Chief Inspector, and Inspector nominated 
by the Chief Inspector, and not less than two othermembers 
having theoretical and practical knowledge of primemovers and 
modern boiler practice to be appointed by the State Government 
from time to time 

(2) The Chief Inspector shall be the ex-officio Chairman 
and the Inspector nominated by the Chief Inspector shall be the 
ex -ollicio Secretary to the Board of Examiners, 

9. Term of office of the members. The term of office of each 
of themembers other than the ex - officio members of the Board 
of Examiners shall be three years. If a member leaves the State 
of Travancore - Cochin or is absent therefrom for a period of more 
than six months, be shall be deemed to have vacated his seat on 
the Board and another person may be appointed in his place for 
the unexpired portion of his term . 
10. Function of the Board.The Board of Examiners shall :

(ii ) grant certificates of competency as a Boiler Atten

14. Secretary of the Board . - The Secretary of the Board of 
Examiners shall maintain a register of boiler attendants holding 
certificates of competency and shall perform such other functions 
as are specified in these rules or as the Chairman of the Board 
of Examiners may direct. 

15. Board s Endorsement on application .--- The Board of 
Examiners shall endorse on the printed application form of each 
candidate the result of his examination for a certificate of com 
petency as a Boiler Attendant. The endorsed application shall 
be returned to the Secretary of the Board . 

16. Board empowered to refuse issue of certificate --The 
Board of Examiners shall have power to refuse the issue ofceri 
ficate of competency as a Boiler Attendant to any candidate who 
in the opinion of themajority of themembers appears too old or 
physically unfit through deformity , constitutional weakness, 
defective eyesight, deafness or loss of a limb to perform efficiently 
the duties of a Boiler Attendant. 

When the Board refuses to issue a certificate of competency 
on the ground of physical fitness, he may produce a certificate 
from a Registered Medical Practitioner approved by the State 
Government. If the candidate produces a certificate of physical 
fitness the Board shall issue a certificate.. 

17. Each member of the Board of Examiners shall be entitled 
to receive fees for examining candidates under these rules and 
the rate of fees shall be determined by the State Government . 

IV . EXAMINATION . 
18. Examination .-- Examinations for the grant of certificates 
of competency as a Boiler Attendant to remain in charge of 
boilers shall be held by the Board of Examiners at such place 
and on such dates as may be notified by the Secretary of the 
Board from time to time in the official Gazette . 

19. Examination for granting certificates of competency as a 
Boiler Attendant shall be of two kinds viz, one for the award of 
first class certificate of competency as a Boiler Attendant and the 
other for the award of second class certificate of competency as 
a Boiler Attendant. 

20. Postponement of Examination . When a date fixed for 
the examination is declared a gazetted holiday or when for any 
unforeseen reason we examination cannot be held on the date 
fixed , the Chairman may fix some other day for holding the exas 
mination and the same shall be duly notified to the candidates 
for examination . 
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V. CERTIFICATE OF COMPETENCY, 
21. Classes of Certificates and capabilities of holders there 
of --Except as otherwise provided in these rules a certificate of 
certificate of the First Class shall qualify the holder thereof to 
more boilers in a battery or of so many separate individual boiler , 
provided that such boilers shall be situated within a radius of 
5 ft. in the same premises and belong to one owner. 

A certificate of Second Class shall qualify the holder thereof 
to be in charge of a single boiler

ofwhich does not exceed 1,500 sq . ft. 

A Second Class Boiler 
Attendant may, however, attend to a battery of boilers (not 
consisting ofmore than three connected boilers and not exceed, 
ing 1,500 sq. ft, in aggregate of total heating surface) provided he 
is assisted by the number of firemen considered necessary by the 
Chief Inspector of Boilers . 

22. Exchange Certificate . - A person holding a certificate of 
competency as an Attendant granted by a Board of Examiners 
under the corresponding rules in any other State shall on appli 
cation , have the certificate endorsed for validity in the State of 
Travancore- Cochin . Such endorsement shall bemade by the 
Chairman of the Board of Examiners constituted under these 
rules , 

23. Fees.- ( 1 ) Candidates for examination for certificate of 
competency shall pay the following fees which shall not, except 
as otherwise provided in these rules be returnable :

Where a candidate is unavoidably absent from the Exami 
nation on the date fixed, the Chairman of the Board of Exa 
minersmay allow him to appear without payment of a second 
fee at the next examination . 

25. Fees of candidates found ineligible .-A candidate who

28. Essential Statements. - A testimonial shall clearly state 
the capacity in which the candidate was employed , whether as 
Boiler Attendant , Head Fireman , Donkeyman , or Fireman and 
the periods of such employment stating the dates between which 
the candidate was so employed . 

29. Signature and Countersignature; -A testimonial shallbe 
signed by a responsible person under whom the candidate was 
employed and be countersigned by the Owner, Agent, Manager 
or Secretary of the Mill, factory or workshop or by such other 
persons as the State Government may prescribe in this behall. 

30. A testimonial in respect of service on a steamship may be 
of the vessel or may be in the form of a seaman s discharge issued 
signed by the Chief Engineer and countersigned by themaster 
by a Shipping Master. 

-31. Railway or Public Works Department Service.-- A testis 
monial of service of railway boilers, or boilers belonging to the 
responsible officer under whom the candidate has directly se ved 
and countersigned by the head of the department concerned.r . 
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32. Doubtful Testimonials. If the Secretary to the Board of 
Examiners has reason to doubt the truth of any statement made 
in any application or testimonials , he may make such inquiries 

33. False Testimonials . ( 1 ) If on inquiry the Secretary is 
satisfied that any testimonial submitted by a candidate is false 
in any material particular , he shall submit his findings to the 
examination held under these rules, If, on the strength of any 
debar such candidate from being admitted to any subsequent 
guch testimonial, a candidate has already been admitted to an 
examination , he shall be deemed to bave failed in such exami

(vi) the need for periodical cleaning and pure water 

supply and for prevention of scale or other deposits 

on heating surfaces ; 
(vii) the need for periodical inspection of boilers and the 

mariner in which they should be prepared for 
thorough inspection , hydraulic test and steam 

test ; 
( viii ) the precautions to be taken before entering or allow 

ing any person to enter a boiler that is connected 

to another boiler under steam ; 
(ix ) the use of the bestmeans of firing for the prevention 

of smoke ;

elementary facts relating to combustion , heat and steam ; and 
that he is able to explain inter alia, 

(i) the principal causes and effects of corrosion and in 
crustation and the usual remedies employed ; 

(ii) the object of the use of water softners ; 
(iii) the principles on which feed pumps and injectors 
(iv ) the principles on which appliances for the preven 


work ; 


tion of smoke work ; 
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( v ) thepurpose of super-heaters , économisers, feed heaters 
, 
feed filters, forced and induced draft appliances and mechanical 
stokers. 


IX . MODE OF EXAMINATION . 
40. Examination in writing optional.. The examination shall 
be conducted orally , but any candidate may, if he desires, Write 
his answers to such written questions as may be given to him by

41. Examination where held .-- If the Board of Examiners 
consider necessary, the examination may be held either in a 
factory or mill or in a workshop in which boilers are used of 
partly in such factory , mill or workshop and partly in the exami 
nation room where models and sketches of boilers may be kept 
for viva - voce test. 


X , GRANT OF CERTIFICATE . 


· 42. Grant of certificate of competency . If a candidate passes 
the examination the result will be notified in the gazette and he 
shall be granted a certificate in accordance with the class in 
which he passed as soon as practicable after the close of the 
examination . 

43. Form of certificate.--Certificates of competency_in class 
I and II as a Boiler Attendant under rule 21 shall be in Forms B 
and C respectively appended to these rules . 

44. Surrender of lower grade certificate.-- No certificate of 
the 1st class shall be granted to the holder of a 2nd class certiG 
cate after examination under these rules unless and until he has 
surrendered to the Chairman the certificate of the lower grade. 

45. Application for exchange certificate . - An application for 
the award of a certificate of competency as a Boiler Attendant 
shall be in Form A appended to these rules. 

46. Record of duplicate certificate:-Duplicates of all certifi 
cates granted under these rules shall be recorded in the office 
of the Chairman . 

41. Identification requirement.--- Every certificate granted 
under these rules shall bear a busi photograph of the holder 
thereof previously submitted along with his application under 
rule 26 and his signature or thumb impression and such other 
particulars asmay be required for the purpose of identification : 

48. Grant of duplicate certijíccte: - Whenever the holder of a

51. Enquiry regarding certificate holders and suspension 
of certificate.- (i) If a District Magistrate or the Chief 
Inspector of Boilers has reason to believe from any cause whatso 
ever, that an enquiry should be made into an allegation of incom 
petence , drunkenness , misconduct or negligence on the part of 
an attendant holding certificate of competency under these rules, 
he shall either himself make such enquiry or cause it to bemade 
by his subordinate officer. The District Magistrate may depute 
a Magistrate of the first class and the Chief Inspector of Boilers 
or Inspector of Boilers duly authorised by him to hold such 
enquiry , 

( ii) The holder af such certificate shall on demand by the 
officer charged with the enquiry forth with place in the hands of 
such officer his certificate to abide by the result of such enquiry .

52. Submission of proceedings before the Board.--"The Secre

the certificate to stand or may cancel the certificate permanently 
or suspend it for such period as it thinks fit . 


XI. PENALTY , 


53. Cognisance of offence. The owner of a boiler who 
works or permits or causes the boiler to be worked at any time in 
contravention of Rule 2 shall be punishable with fine which may 
extend to Rs. 100 . 

Any person in charge of a boiler or any other person who 
works the same or permits or causes it to be worked in contra 
vention of Rule 4, 5, or 6 shall be punishable with fine which 
may extend to Rs. 100.

THE TRAVANCORE -COCHIN ECONOMISER 

RULES , 1954 , 


CHAPTER 1. 


1. Short Title : -- These rules may be called Travancore 
Cochin Economiser Rules, 1954 . 

2. Definitions : -In these rules,unless the context otherwise 
requires, 
(a ) " Act" means the Indian Boilers Act, 1923 ( V of 

1923 ) 
(b ) " Sectiun " means a section of the Act ; 
(c) " Regulation " means a regulation of the Indian Boiler 

Regulations. 1950 made by the CentralBoilers Board 
undet Section 28 of the Act . 

COSTS AND PENALTIES . 
Payment of fees etc.- All fees payable under these Rules 
of the Act shall be paid in such thinese passthe State Government 
may from time to time specify . 
4. Registers : - ( 1 ) The Chief Inspector shall keep in his 

(a) a register of all economisers registered in the State : 
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( b ) the Registration Books and Memorandum of Ins 

pection Books in respect of all economisers booked 

in such register ; 
( c ) a Register of appeals ; 
(d ) a Register of accidents ; and 

(e ) a Register of registration and inspection fees 
received . 

(2). The register maintained under clause, (a ) of sub-rule 
(1) shall consist of two parts. In part I shall be entered the 
economisers registered in the State and in Part II shall be 
entered the Economisers transferred from other States. 

5. Inspections at Sperial times : --No examination of an 
Economiser shall bemade by an Inspector for the purpose of 
registering or issuing a certificate for an economiser on a Sun 
day or a gazetted public holiday or between the hours of sunset 
and sunrise without the specific orders of the Chief Inspector , 
in each case . In such cases an extra fee equal to the usual fee 
for the registration or the inspection ofthe economiser, as the 
case may be, shall be charged and such extra fee shall be paid to 
the Inspector, 

6. Attendance during hearing of appeal : -Under orders of 
the Chief Inspector , Inspectors shall attend before the Chief 
Inspector or the Appellate Authority , during the hearing of 
appeals with regard to economisers under their charge . 


CHAPTER II. 


PROCEDURE FOR REGISTAATION , 
7. Receipt of Applications S - Applications for registration 
shall be made under sub -section (1) of section 7 to the Inspector 
of the local area in which the economiser is situated and shall be 
accompanied by a receipt of the fee prescribed under the Regu 
lation , 
. 8. Procedure on transfer of an economiser unit or part of a 
unit ; Whenever an economiser is transferred from another 
State into the State of Travancore -Cochin the owner shall, apply 
under clause (b ) of section 6 to the Chief Inspector for the regis : 
tration of the transfer ; the economiser shall not be used until " 
registration has been effected . No fee shall be charged for ra. 
cording such transfer . 

9. (a ) Entry of transferred economiser unit in register. 
On receipt of the Registration and Memorandum of Inspection 
Books,the Chief Inspector shall enter the economiser unit under 
its original number in Part II of the register kept for the 
purpose ,

CHAPTER III. 

PROCEDURE FOR INSPECTION , 
11. Procedure at inspection:-(a ) Internal inspection of 
Economiser chamber - Detailed instructions for the inspection of 
economisers are contained in Chapter XI of the Regulations. The 
following general procedure at inspection should be observed :-- 

At a thorough inspection of an economiser, the Inspector 
should wherever possible have either the steel casing doors open 
or the brickwork completely removed on the outer side of the 
economiser chamber to enable him to make a thorough exargina 
tion of the external surfaces of the tubes. But before doing so , 
he should satisfy himself that proper provision has been made to 
isolate the economiser on the gas side as well as on the water 
coopections of the boiler and from any other working economiser . 

Should the Inspector find that the economiser has not been 
disconnected on the feed line or is not sufficiently sealed on the 
gas side or is unreasonably hot or nut properly cleaned or sealed , 
he should decline to proceed with the inspection and report the 
facts to the Chief Inspector for orders under sub-section (2) of 
Section 14 . 

When an economiser chamber is of such a size or its con 
struction is such that the Inspector cannot go inside , reasonable 
provision should then be made for the external examination of 
the principal parts. If for any reason the Inspector cannot 
examine it he should report the facts to the Chief Inspector for

applied to economisers at such subsequent examinations shallbe 
from one and a quarter to one and a half times the working 
pressure of the economiser. 

12. External inspection of Economiser: -After the econo 
miser has been cleaned the Inspector shall make a thorough exa 
mination so far as its construction permits * . 
condition of the tubers should be carefully noted for wasting 
especially at the feed inlet end and all accessible tubes should be 
calipered. The internal surfaces of cast iron tubes should be 
closely observed for graphitic wasting as far as it is possible and 
in the event of any failure these should be broken up for scrutiny 
so that the general internal condition of the other tubesmay be 
estimated . 

(b ) Where tubes or other parts are wasted , the strength 
should be re- calculated ; 

( c) The scraper gear should be examined to note if any 
parts are missing, if the length of travel is adequate and if the 
scrapers are correctly adjusted ; 

(d ) All cap bolts are to be inspected , also the condition 
and position of the dampers and baffier; 

(e ) The record of each inspection and calculations will be 
entered in the Memorandum of Inspection Book , 

13. Casual inspection :-The Inspector shall note if the econo 
miser is working satisfactorily and especially in accordance with 
Regulation -53L of the Indian Boiler Regulations , 1950. Particular 
nule should be taken of the water temperature to see that the 
temperature of hot water in the economiser is 200 to 50% lower 
than the boiler steam temperature . 

*When an economiser chamber is of such a size or its 
construction is such that the Inspector cannot go inside, reasona 
bie provision should then be made for the external examination 
of the principal parts. If for any reason the Inspector cannot 
examine it,he should report the facts to the Chief Inspector for 
orders ,

14. Proposals for reduction of pressure, When the Inspec 
tor decides that an econoniişer in one or more of its parts is no 
longer fit for the pressure approved for it he should , without 
Olay,report his proposals for reducing the pressure to the Chief 

is . Repairs to economisersisofa ) Nopressure parts in a cast 
icon economiser shallbe permilted to be repaired by welding . 

(6 ) Castings shall not be repaired or welded without the 
specific sanction of the Inspecting Officer: If required, the 
castings shall be suitably re-beat-treated to remove internal 
stresses. Should a defect impair the strength of the casting, 
repair by welding or otherwise shall not be permitted . 

16. Entries in Memorandum of Inspection Books:-An Ins 
pector shall, after an inspection ,make the necessary entries in 
the Memorandum of Inspection Book for the economiser and 
submit the book to the Chief Inspector . Inspection nutes should 
briefly state 

( a ) the extent which economisers were cleared of brick 
work lagging or concealing parts ; 

(b ) the general condition of the economiser ; and 

(c) parts requiring attention or repair and if special pre 
paration is required at the next inspection . 

Inspectors should also note in the Memorandum of Inspec . 
tion Book all casual visits for inspection of feed pipes, visit for 
inspection of repair , inquiry into accident and other like matters, 

17. Entries in certificate : -- In addition to the entries required 
to be made under Regulation 530 in a certificate for an econo 
miser , the Inspector should state in the remarks column of his 
requirements, if any, with regard to hydraulic test, removal of 
lagging , brickwork or other concealing parts for the next ins 
pection to enable the owner to have the same properly prepared 
at that time. He should also state in the same place his require 
ments regarding the repair or renewal of any part that may be 
considered fit only for the period of the certificate. 

In the repairs column, should be entered the year of repair 
and description of repair effected. Only important repairs should 
be noted . 

18. Engraving of registry number: --Paper slips of the pro 
per size bearing the registry number allotted for the economiser 
will be supplied by the Chief Inspector. The engraving of the 
Registry Number should be made as prescribed in Regulation 

19. Arranging for Inspection :-In arranging for inspections 
and hydraulic tests ample notice of not less than 30 days should 
be given to the owner. The notice required by sub-section (2 ) 
of Section 7 and sub-section (4 ) of Section 8 shall be sent in

20, Issue of Certificate and provisional order: .- In cases in 
which the Inspector is empowered to issue a certificate unde 
Section 8 without further reference, the certificate should ordia 
tion: Where he proposes to issue a provisional order pending 
the issue or refusal of the certificate, the Inspector must satists 
himself that the economiser is fit to be worked at the maximum 
pressure and for the period entered in the provisional order. 
The fact of issue of a provisional order must be reported imane 
diately to the Chief Inspector . 

21. Forms of Provisional Orders and Certificates: -- Provi 
sional orders and Certificates are prescribed in Form X and XI, 
respectively , of the Regulations. 

The period specified in any provisional order or certificate 
shall begin on the day on which the enabling thorough inspec 
tion or hydraulic test is completed. Where a certificate super 
sedes a provisional order during the period of its currency the 
period of the certificate shall be retrospective and shallbegin from 
the same date as that of the provisional order . 
· 22. Duplicate Certificate:-A duplicate of any certificate 
granted under Section 7 or Section 8 which for the time being in 
force shall be granted by the Chief Inspector on the application 
of the owner of the economiser if the Chief Inspector is satisfied 
that the duplicate is required for a bonafide purpose and the fee 
prescribed under Rule 28 is paid . : 

23. (a ) Registration Fees :-Fees for registration of econo 
misers are prescribed in Regulation 533 of the Regulations, 

(b ) Fees for Inspection . - Fees for inspection shall be 
calculated on the basis of economiser rating as shown below :

less than 24 months as may be necessary for such approximation 
twenty - fourth of the ordinary fce for each full month , fraction 
of a month not being reckoned. 

24. Fee to cover inspection and test. — A fee paid for the 
inspection of an economiser shall cover thorough inspection and 
hydraulic test subject to the provision of sub-section (2) of 


Section 14. 


25. Any extra fee may be levied for re-inspection in any case 
where the inspection of an economiser is begun but owing to the 
fault or neglect of the person in charge is not completed within a 
period of six months from the date of commencement of inspec 
tion , provided that no extra fee shall be levied except with the 
sanction of the Chief Inspector . 

26. Special fee for inspections out of Session .---For inspec 
tions carried out on application within 30 days of the expiry of a 
certificate no travelling and halting charges of the Inspector and 
staff shall be leviable. In cases where the owner requires the 
inspection at a date earlier than 30 days from the expiry of a 
certificate , the Chief Inspector may in addition to the inspection 
fee , charge the travelling and halting charges from the owner of 
the economiser. If an owner applies for inspection after the 
expiry of his certificate he shall be liable to pay the travelling 
allowance and halting allowance of the Inspector at the discre 
ţion of the Chief Inspector . 

If the inspection is carried out at the request of the owner , 
at a time other than the specified one to suit the convenience of 
the owner, the travelling charges of the Inspector shall be 
realised from the owner. 

27. Fee for copy of registration books. - The fee for each copy 
of a Registration Book shall be Rs. 5 . 

28. Duplicate certificate fees. The fee for each duplicate 
certificates under Rule 22 shall be Rs. 3 . 

29. Refund of fees. --Fees paid in excess and fees paid for an 
inspection , which for any reason not due to any fault or omission 
of the owner or person in charge of the economiser, has not been 
made, shall be refunded or adjusted if applied , for within one 
year from the date of payment. 

CHAPTER IV . 

ACCIDENTS . 
30. Investigation of accidents. On the receipt of a report of 
an accident to an economiser or feed -pipe under section 18, the 
Inspector shall with the least possible delay, proceed to the place 
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to investigate the accident. If the report is received by the 
Chief Inspector, he should forward it at once to the Inspector 
within whose jurisdiction the accident had occurred for necesa 
sary action . 

31. Procedure during inquiry. The Inspector at his inquiry 
shall make a careful examination of the damaged parts, and shall 
takesuch measurements and make such sketches for the purpose 
of his report, as he may deem necessary . He shall inquir , into 
the circumstances attending the accident and note the time of its 
occurrence, its nature and extent, the injury caused to persons 
and the damage done to property . The report should be in 
Form CE and should be sent forthwith to the Chief Inspector. 
If the Chief Inspector con iders that the investigation has been 
sullicient, he will record the facts in the Register of Accidents 
and enter a brief account of the accident in the Registration Book 
a copy being made in theMemorandum of Inspection Book . Il , 

however , the accident is of a serious nature and in all cases in 
: which an explosion has occurred, the Chief Inspector shall, after 

receipt of the Inspector s report, proceed to investigate the 
accidentpersonally . 

32. Power to hold inquiry in writing. - Inspectors are autho 
rised to take the written statements of witnesses and all 
persons immediately concerned with the accident. In order to 
comply with the provisions of sub -section ( 2 ) of Section 18 , the 
Inspector shall present to the owner or person in charge of the 
economiser a series of written questions on all points that are 
material to the enquiry. 

33. Use of economiser after accident.-- The Inspector shall 
decide whether the use of the economiser can be permitted at the 
same or at a lower pressure without repairs or pending the com 
pletion of any repairs or alterations that he may order. In no 
case shall he issue a provisional order or renewal certificate , 
until his orders have been carried out. 

34. Reference in Annual Report.-- A brief account of all 
accidents, their causes and remedial measures taken shall be 
included in the Chief Inspector s Annual Report 

35. Unreported accidents. - If in the course of an inspection 
or at any other time, the Inspector discovers damage which comes 
within the definition of an accident, but which has not been 
reported he should report the facts at once to the Chief Inspector 
for action . 


CHAPTER V. 

APPEALS, 
36. Filing of appeals.Every appeal shall be made in writing 
either in English or in Malayalam or Tamil. 

37. Presentation of appeal.- An Appeal may be presented 
either personally or sent by registered post to the Chief Inspector.

38. Form of appeal.- The appeal shall be accompanied by the 
original order, notice or report appealed against, or by a certified 
made in writing, by a clear statement of the facts appealed 
copy thereof, or where no such order, notice or report has been 
against, the grounds of appeal, section under which the appeal is 

39. Firing date for hearing. On receipt of an appeal, the 
Chief Inspector shall, if the appeal is to be heard by himself ,at 
once fix a date for hearing the appeal ; and if it is to be heard by 
the appellate authority , obtain a date for the hearing ofthe ap 
peal from the President of that authority . 

40. Procedure before hearing. – When the date for hearing has 
been fixed , the Chief Inspector shall at once issue a notice to the 
appellant stating the date for hearing and informing him that if 
he wishes to be heard in support of the appeal or to produce evi 
dence he must be present either in person or by authorised agent 
with his evidence on the date fixed . The notice shall be sentby 
registered post to such address as is entered in the petition of 
appeal. 

41. Presence of Inspector . - In an appeal to the Chief Inspec 
tor, be shall decide whether the presence ofthe Inspector is neces 
sary and shall issue orders , accordingly . 

42. Attendance of witnesses. --The appellate authority shall 
have power to secure the attendance of witnesses and to make 
local inquiries under the provisions of the Code of Civil Proce 
dure , 1908 (Act 5 of 1908 ) . 

43. Exparte decisions. - In any appeal, if the appellant is not 
present on the date fixed , the appeal may be decided in his ab 


sence . 


44. Constitution of Appellate Authority .- (1) The Appel 
late Authority shall consist of a President and three Assessors 
selected in each case from among the panel specified in rule 45. 

(2 ) The State Government shall appoint an officer to be 
President of the Appellate Authority. The President shall be an 
officer who has exercised the powers of a judge or magistrate or 
a person who is a barrister, advocate, pleader or a graduate in 
law of any University in the Republic of India or the Common 
wealth , and has exercised or is exercising the powers of a court 
within the meaning of section 3 of the Indian Evidence Act ,1872 . 

( 3) The President shall hold office for such period as the 
State Governmentmay specify , in this behalf. 

45. Panel of Assessors. - The State Government shall consti 
tute a panel of Assessors who shall be fully qualified mechanical 
-46. Remuneration of Assessor. – An Assessor when selected 
on the appellate authority shall be paid

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(a ) such fees as the State Governmentmay, from time to 
time, determine ; and 

(b ) the travelling expenses actually incurred by him for 
attending an enquiry under these rules. 

47. Attendance of. Assessors.--Where a date for an appeal 
before the Appellate Authority has been fixed, the Chief Inspec . 
tar shall under the orders of the President of the Appellate 
Authority arrange for the attendance of three members of the 
panel of assessors to act as assessors. 

48. Costs in appeal.- (1) Where an appeal is dismissed the 
Appellate Authority may fix the costs of the appeal which shali 
be payable bylthe appellant. 

( 2 ) In any appealwhere a local inspection is required the 
appellant shall deposit in advance thefull costs of such inspection 
as determined by the President of the Appellate Authority.
